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It appears, as we ftated it a former ‘paper, that Su- 
warrow had greatly extended his line. Of this circum- 
ftance, Moreau immediately” availed himfelf. Iuflead 
of retreating towards the French frontiers, he fuddenly 
made a movement. towards Genoa, and detached Vic- 
tor’s divifion to reinforce Macdonald, while he advan- 
ced with his own troops to Tortona. The accounts in 
the laft Paris papers of the operations of the French in 
Italy were correct. Strengthened by Vistor’s divifion, 
Macdonald defeated the feparate corps of Ott and Ho- 
henzollern, drove the latter ovet the Po, and obliged 
the former to retire firft to Placenza, and afterwards to 
fall back upon Caftel St Gioanri. Suwarrow imme- 
diately collected his troops at Aleffandria, from whence 
he made a rapid movement for the purpofe of attacking 
Macdonald before he effected a junction with Moreau. 
By the celerity of his’mevements he got between the 
two French Generals. ‘The battle feems to have been 
moft obltinate and. bloody, and well fought on both 
fides. The dkill of SSuwarrow was oppofed to the Skill 
‘of Macdonald, and the faccefs of the day was for fome 
time doubtful. 

This battle is certainly the moft important operation 
that has taken place this war. Macdonald is now re- 
treating towards Genoa in order to effe@ a junction 
with u, which, it feems probable, he will accom- 
pli. Moreau will fall back from 'Tortona, and the 
two Generals will bend their courfe by Nice towards 
France immediately ; for with fach inferior forces, it 


‘would be almoft impoffible for them to take a tenable: 


pofition in the Genoefe territory.

When Moreau found that Marfhal Suwarrow had 
gone with his army to give battle to Macdonald, he at- 
tacked Generrl Bellegarde, hoping that he fhould there- 
by force Suwarrow to return for the purpofe of defend- 
ing the Po. The attack was long, and the flaughter 
great. ‘The lofs of the Auftrians is ftated at 2500 men 
killed and wounded, and 2000 taken prifoners, befides 
five pieces of cannon and ail their baggage. 

Moreau had a horfe killed under him, and was him- 
felf much bruifed by a fall. His force does not exceed 
15,000 men. He was at Tortona on the 22d. Of 
the battle between Suwarrow and Macdonald, the Paris 
paper does not give any account ; but it {lates that the 
want of reinforcements would prevent the French from 
beiug able to maintain their polition.

EXTRACT OF A LETTER FROM THE HEAD-QUARTERS 


OF THE ARMY OF ITALY. 
Tortona, 2 Messidor—June 20. 

The head-quarters are to-day at Tortona—the ene- 
my are retiring entirely behind the Po and the Tefin, 
for the purpofe of colleéting the mafs of their troops. — 
They have burnt all the bridges upon thefe two rivers, 
in order to embarafs us if we wifh to crofs them, being 
in want both of pontoons and boatmen ; but the -inven- 
tive genius of our General willj fupply our wants. We 
recolleé that, at the la(t paflage of the Rhine; he was 
in the fame embaraffment. 

Moreau is to have a conferencé to-day with Macdo- 
nald, with whom he has made a junction. - Victor’s 
divifion occupies Placenza, and ftretches its left to Mo- 
reau, and its right to Macdonald. It is this divifion 
which operated that junétion. Our army, including 
Macdonald’s, is about 50,c00 ftrong. The Auftridns 
and Ruflians oppofe to usa force of 70,000 men. You 
fee that we ftill want 20 or 25,000 men to be able to 
{trike a great ftroke. The left wing of the army is ap- 
proaching Mantua. If we are able to raife the blockade 
of that place, we fhall draw a fupply from the garrifon 
of about 6000 men, which will be of great ufe to.us.— 
Once again, then, why do not the fuccours promifed to 
Moreau arrive ? 


EXTRACF OF A SECOND LETTER FROM THE HEAD- 
QUARTERS OF THE ARMY OF ITALY. 
‘Tortona, 9th Messidor—June 22. 
The day before yelterday at day break, the divifion 
of General Grouchy attacked the enemy, who were 
15,000 ftrong. The affair was ‘a warm one and very 
bloody. ‘ill eleven o’clock the victory was doubt- 
ful, but the General in Chief having advanced at the 
head of 6000 men, he poured upon the enemy, made 
a tremendous carnage, and put them completely to the 
rout. General Moreau, and his aid-de-camp, Detellee, 
had each a horfe killed under them. The General’s 
horfe had his head carried off, and he himfelf fell to 
the ground and was bruifed. ‘That, however, did not 
prevent him from leaping upon another, and continuing 
the battle till night. 

I cannot depi& to you the obftinacy and valour with 
-which our little army fought ; we made in this affair 
2000 prifoners, and killed between 1500 and 1600 
mén, took five pieces of cannon and all the baggage ; 
our Jofs both in killed and wounded does not exceed 
509 men. ' The field of battle was the fame as in the 
affair of the 27th (15th June) before Alleffandria, 
where we were not fortunate, as I informed you ;. but 
we have juft taken a comple to revenge. 

The attack began at St Juliano, which was carried, 
and which forced the enemy to fall back to Alleffandria, 
and there we drove them into the Bormida. I believe 
we are now matters of Alleffandria. The Commandant 
of the blockade of Tortona was made prifoner in this 
affair.
